To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Irlam  Urban  District  Council,, 

Mr.  Chairman  5 Madam,  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1964  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health, 

The  Registrar  G-eneral*s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year  1964 
was  16,330,  an  increase  of  140  over  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  at  22,2  per  thousand  population  maintains 
the  same  high  level  recorded  during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  a total  of  eleven  infants  died  before  reaching  their 
first  birthday.  Eight  of  these  infants  only  lived  for  a few  hours  after  birth 
and  only  one  survived  longer  than  three  days.  The  infant  mortality  rate  at  31 
per  thousand  live  births  is  a considerable  increase  over  the  rate  for  1963  and 
well  above  the  national  average  for  England  and  v'/ales.  As  has  been  pointed  out 
in  previous  reports  these  statistical  rates  show  v\ride  variations  from  year  to 
year  due  to  the  small  size  of  the  population,  and  too  much  significance  cannot 
be  placed  upon  any  one  annual  figure. 

No  mother  died  during  the  year  as  a result  of  childbirth  which  is 
gratifying  to  report. 

During  the  year  a total  of  187  deaths  was  registered,  111  of  which 
were  males,  giving  a death  rate  of  l3o4  per  thousand  population.  As  noted  in 
previous  reports  the  main  terminal  diseases  v/ere  cancer,  coronary  artery 
occlusion,  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system.  Coronary  artery 
disease  was  responsible  for  a total  of  43  deaths,  33  being  males.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  this  cause  continues  to  rise  yearly,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
indication  that  the  peak  is  anywhere  near.  In  common  with  the  national  trend, 
the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  showed  an  increase,  10  persons 
died  from  this  disease  out  of  a total  cancer  mortality  of  37o 

A total  of  373  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during  the 
year  of  v^rhich  227  were  cases  of  Measles,  and  96  cases  of  Dysentery, 
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Once  again  the  community  was  free  from  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  and 
this  i'reedomi  from  these  serious  epidemic  diseases  is  due  to  the  efficacy  of 
the  immunisation  procedures  available  for  their  controlo  There  must^  however^ 
be  no  slackening  of  the  effort  to  obtain  a high  level  of  immunity  in  the 
population » Facilities  for  this  are  freely  available  from  family  practitionerj 
and  at  inf'ant  welfare  centreSo  It  only  requires  a small  effort  on  the  nart  of 
parents  to  ensure  that  the  present  happy  position  as  far  as  these  two  diseases 
are  concerned  continues. 

It  remains  for  me  finally  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  Mr,  L,  Hall  and  the  staiT  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
of  the  support  given  to  me  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  by  Officials 
of  the  Council,

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PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square  in  fo2>- 
mation  with  sides  over  three  and  a half  miles  long. 

The  district  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of  Tyldesley , 
Worsley  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  on  the  East 
with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks  of  the  River  G-laze. 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi-rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature  of  the 
district  on  its  .so^ithem  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
following  list  is  a brief  summary: - 

Steel  and  iron  works,  soap  works,  margarine  and  lard  manufacturies, 
coal  tips,  tar  works,  basket  works,  general  engineering,  timber  storage,  and 
market  gardening. 


POPULATION 

The  resident  population  of  Irlam  estimated  by  the  Registrar  Oeneral 
in  mid  was  16,330. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  168. 

In  addition  to  the  resident  population  large  numbers  from  outside 
the  district  journey  daily  to  and  from  the  various  works  in  the  district.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Vyhooping  Cough  and  Tetanus . 

A combined  vaccine  giving  ^-^otection  against  diphtheria^  vhiooping  cough 
and  tetanus  is  available,  and  this  is  administered  at  monthly  intervals  for  three 
months.  All  children  should  be  fully  protected  against  these  three  diseases  before 
they  are  6 months  old.  These  protective  injections  are  available  free  of  charge 
at  infant  welfare  clinics  or  at  the  surgeries  of  general  practitioners.

iVaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  present  time,  offered  free 
'to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  forty  years.  In  addition.  Doctors 
land  their  families,  hospital  workers,  expectant  mothers,  persons  going  to  visit  or 
► reside  outside  Lurope,  Canada  orU.S.A.,  dental  surgeons  and  their  staffs  and 
sfamilies  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination.  During  the  year  only  oral  vaccination 
5was  carried  out  utilising  vaccine  developed  by  Dr.  Sabin,  which  in  addition  to 
)being  much  more  easily  administered,  gives  a greater  degree  of  protection 
jagainst  the  disease.  This  vaccine  is  given  by  drops  on  sugar  lumps  or  as  a syrup 
jby  spoon  to  young  children. 


As  with  other  immunological  procedures  the  work  is  carried  out  at 
DLocal  Health  Authority  Clinics  or  by  the  family  practitioner.

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  parents  of  children  aboi 
to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested 
for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against  the 
disease  should  this  be  necessary. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTAI^CE  ACT,  1948. 

Under  section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951)  a local  authority 
may  apply  to  a court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  Part 
III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unab3' 
to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA.

(b)  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  carried  out  periodically 
in  the  district  by  the  Board*  s No.  4 unit,  which  is  based  on 
Bolton.

11.  Arrangements  for  the  v;elfare  of  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  crippled 
and  handicapped  persons. 

12.  Provision  of  Residential  Accommodation  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm.

Mr.  Chaiman^  Madam j,  and  G-entlemen^ 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  sei’^ices  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December^,  1964o 

The  framework  of  the  report  is  similar  to  previous  years  embodying  the 
necessary  statistics  and  brief  summaries  on  the  various  sections  of  the  work  of 
the  department. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  in  several  fields 
of  environmental  health  and  hygiene.  This  progress  is  steady  and  for  the  most 
part  unremarked  but  nevertheless  the  fight  for  healthier  living  conditions  goes 
on  relentlessly  day  by  day.  New  legislation  designed  for  the  betterment  of 
living  and  working  conditions  is  brought  in  and  implemented  without  the  majority 
of  people  even  being  aware  of  its  existence.  The  new  Offices^  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year.  This  Act  greatly  increases  the 
work  of  the  department^  so  much  so  that  if  the  other  work  is  to  be  kept  straight 
it  will  take  quite  a long  period  to  carry  out  the  first  general  inspections 
which  are  required. 

The  Council* s decision  to  suspend  work  on  Smoke  Control  Areas  has 
caused  much  concern  and  difficulty  but  has  not  retarded  progress  with  regard  to 
the  improvement  of  industrial  plant. 

Apart  from  the  carry-over  of  the  outbreak  of  Dysentery  from  19^3^  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low^  there  being  no  outbreak  to  cause 
concern. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service^  whilst  still  rapidly  expanding continued 
to  work  smoothly  and  efficiently  and  despite  many  difficulties  a weekly  collec- 
tion has  been  maintained.  The  salvage  returns  for  the  year  are  again  satisfac- 
tory^ and  the  workmen  are  to  be  complimented  on  their  efforts. 

In  conclusion  I have  again  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,,  to  Dr.  Sharpe^  to  all  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  ^ and  in  particular  to  the  staff  and  workmen  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.

OFFICE  ROUTINE 


Although  the  main  activities  of  the  department  concern  matters  in  a. 
about  the  district ^ the  clerical  side  is  no  less  important©  It  is  essential  th. 
all  records  and  returns  are  kept  up  to  date  and  that  the  work  is  carried  out  in, 
an  expeditious  and  efficient  mannero  The  introduction  of  each  new  piece  of  leg^ 
lation  creates  additional  work  in  the  office©  Particularly  has  this  been  so  in 
relation  to  the  new  Offices^  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act^  1963» 

The  Council's  decision  to  defer  action  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  ref- 
lating to  Smoke  Control  Areas  did  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  clerical  side  of 
the  staff©  During  this  period  the  opportunity  was  seized  to  re-^organize  the 
whole  of  the  departments  filing  and  records  system  so  as  to  eliminate  duplicati' 
and  increase  efficiency  to  the  maximum© 

I am  therefore j,  pleased  to  report  that  the  clerical  work  in  the 
department  is  being  executed  in  a most  efficient  manner  and  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  all  records  and  reports  were  up  to  date©  I would  again  pay  tribute  to 
the  office  staff  for  the  courteous  and  helpful  manner  in  which  they  have  receive 
and  dealt  with  persons  coming  to  the  office  for  help  and  advice® 

FOOD  n^SPECTION 

As  there  are  no  slaughterhouses  or  knackers  yards  within  the 
district  the  work  of  food  inspection  is  confined  mainly  to  the  inspection  of  fo< 
stuffs  in  canteens 5 cafes ^ and  food  premises  generally®  Contents  of  refrigerate 
and  other  stocks  are  checked  periodically  and  at  no  time  during  the  year  was  an 
unfit  food  found  during  these  inspections®  This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  r; 
be  attributed  to  the  constant  vigilance  of  the  department  and  also  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  educational  propaganda  over  a number  of  years® 

In  only  one  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  pro» 
ceedings©  This  arose  out  of  a complaint  received  regarding  a wrapped  sliced  loa 
of  bread  which  was  sold  in  a mouldy  condition®  The  defendants  pleaded  guilty  ar: 
were  fined  £10*  Os®  Od®  and  £5o  5s®  0d»  ^ costs  were  awarded® 

Arising  from  another  complaint  dark  streaks  of  grease  were  found  in 
wrapped  sliced  loaf®  The  firm  of  bakers  whose  premises  were  outside  this  area 
were  contacted  and  as  a result  a particular  machine  was  withdrawn  from  use  unti] 
modifications  had  been  made® 

A meat  pie  containing  a dead  wasp  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst  for 
examination©  the  report  revealed  that  the  wasp  had  not  been  subjected  to  a 
heating  process  and  after  checking  conditions  at  the  bakehouse^  shop,  and  house 
of  the  purchaser  it  was  thought  impossible  to  say  definitely  when  or  where  the 
wasp  entered  the  pie®  In  consequence  no  further  action  was  taken® 

Cases  such  as  these  prove  that  in,  spite  of  all  modem  equipment  and 
methods,  the  need  for  regular  inspection  of  food  supplies  is  still  as  essential 
as  ever®

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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  no  licensed  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  in  the  district ^ but 
this  does  not  discourage  contingents  of  itinerant  collectors  of  junk  and  tinkers 
'^rom  descsnding  on  the  district  from  time  to  time  and  camping  on  any  available 
spare  land*  One  such  case  during  the  year  under  review  concerned  ten  caravans 
■and  waggons  which  were  stationed  on  land  in  Ferry  Road,  Irlam^  Only  after  much 
trouble  and  almost  completely  fencing  in  the  whole  of  the  area  were  the  owners 
bf  the  caravans  persuaded  to  move  on*  The  help  given  by  the  Police  in  such  cases 
us  these  is  greatly  appreciated* 

The  true  gypsies  or  romanies,  in  comparison  with  these  caravan  dwellers 
ure  gentlefolk  and  give  no  cause  for  complaint. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  a few  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss  area  which 
ure  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation,  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is 
iiserved  by  the  Manchester  Comoration  Waterworks  Department*  The  supply  is  con- 
utant  and  all  premises  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains*  The  supply  is  satis- 
I'actory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there  being  no  evidence  of  plumb o-=> solvent 
(Lction*  No  information  is  available  as  to  the  Fluoride  content  of  the  supply* 

There  are  5^582  dwelling  houses  in  the  area,  all  of  which  are  supplied 
directly  from  the  public  water  mains,  thus  covering  the  whole  of  the  population 
16,330)  of  the  district. 


WATER  COURSES

:>-ummer  months  when  it  was  used  for  swimming.  The  condition  of  the  water  whilst 

i.ot  ideal  for  bathing  was  safe*  Improvements  to  Platts  Brook  have  reduced  the 

S-umber  of  complaints  to  almost  nil*  Apart  from  work  on  the  main  water  courses, 
trork  has  been  going  on  almost  constantly  on  the  many  irrigation  ditches  on  the 
foss  area*

AGRICULTOEE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH,  AM)  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

This  Act  which  covers  a very  wide  field  relating  to  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  agricultural  workers,  only  implicates  the  local  authority  in  the 
section  dealing  with  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  farm  workers.

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SHOPS  ACTp  1950 


The  230  shops  in  the  district  are  fairly  evenly  divided  between  Irlam 
and  Cadishead,  the  figures  being  121  and  129  respectively., 


The  Irlarn  Urban  District  having  a population  of  less  than  20^,000  is 
not  a ’local  authority*  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  but  being  a sanitary  author! 
we  do  have  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  provisions  relating  to  ventilation, 
temperature  and  sanitary  accoimnodation. 


We  do,  however,  act  as  agent  for  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and 
inspect  the  shops,  checking  on  matters  relating  to  young  persons  and  shop 
assistants  etc,,  on  their  behalf*  The  sections  dealing  with  Closing  Hours 
are  operated  directly  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council*  During  the  year  6l 
visits  were  made  to  shops  in  the  area. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  is  a new  piece  of 
legislation  designed  to  regulate  working  conditions  in  offices  and  shops  etc® 
Prior  to  ';his  Act  legislation  regarding  conditions  in  offices  was  practically 
non-existent,  the  only  control  being  under  the  ’nuisance*  clauses  in  the  Public: 
Health  Act,  1936,  This  nev/  Act  now  brings  shops  and,  more  particularly  officesi’ 
into  line  with  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Factories  Act  for  employees  in 
factord.es. 


The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  divided  between  the 
Local  Authority  and  H.M®  Inspector  of  Factories,  depending  upon  the  situation 
of  the  office  or  shop  premises  (i.e,  whether  the  premises  are  attached  to  a 
factory  already  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Factory  Inspectorate,  etc®)* 

It  was  the  duty  of  all  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  to  register' 
with  the  appropriate  authority  before  August,  1964®  Up  to  the  official  date  on! 
84  registration  forms  were  received®  This  figure  in  no  way  represented  the 
number  who  should  have  registered.  In  view  of  the  poor  response  it  was  decided 
to  make  a full  survey  of  all  shops  and  offices  in  the  area®  By  this  means  it  i£] 
anticipated  that  at  the  end  of  the  survey  all  who  come  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  will  be  registered®  This  is  no  small  undertaking  and  as  it  has  to  be  ! 
worked  in  with  all  the  other  duties  of  the  department  will  talce  some  time  to  coe: 
plete®  As  each  premises  is  visited  a general  inspection  is  made  and  the  employe 
and/or  owner  of  the  premises  is  notified  of  the  work  required  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  In  almost  every  case  something  is  required  Y/hic 
in  turn  invariably  means  interviews  with  employers  and/or  contra,ctors  to  agree  c 
work  to  be  done,  and  also  revisits  to  check  work  in  progress  and  on  completion® 


At  the  end  of  the  year  45  premises  had  been  visited  and  inspected  and 
27  letters  sent  informing  employers  etc®,  of  items  required  before  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  were  complied  vdth*

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lOTECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTIONS 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  staff  were  actively  engaged  in

MORTUARY 


The  new  mortuaiy,  at  the  rear  of  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead,  was 
officially  opened  in  September,  1964o 

The  old  mortuary,  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Fire  Station,  Clarendon 
Road,  Irlam,  was  then  closed  after  serving  the  needs  of  the  district  for  fifty- 
one  years o 
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As  the  district  grew  and  ideas  changed. ^ it  was  apparent  that  the  old 
;:iiortuary  fell  far  below  the  standard  required  in  this  modera  age  and  so  from  a 
,i single  room  we  transferred  to  one  of  the  most  modexTi  and  well  equipped  mortuaries 
'in  the  Countryo 

The  new  building  which  has  an  air  cleansing  and  conditioning  plant 
ijcomprises  a receiving  room;  post  mortem  room;  viewing  room;  relative's  waiting

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  worked  on  a distitLct  system^  the 
crew  of  each  vehicle  being  responsible  for  a set  section  of  the  district®  As 
previously  reported  there  have  been  difficulties  in  recruiting  and  retaining  men 
to  assure  the  efficient  running  of  the  service®  The  bin  bonus ^ whilst  not  ap- 
parently helpful  in  recruitment,  has  played  a very  important  part  in  maintaining! 
an  efficient  service®  It  has  acted,  as  was  intended,  as  an  incentive  and  as  a 
reimbursment  to  the  men  for  their  additional  efforts®

^remained  fairly  constant  during  the  past  few  years*  The  reason  is  that  the  salv~ 
?age  collection  organisation  is  geared  to  the  capacity  of  our  depot  in  both  baling 
rand  storage*  This  is  in  the  region  of  80  to  85  tons  per  quarter*  Extra  material 
iiis  available  but  in  order  to  increase  our  tonnage  when  the  new  salvage  depot  is 
rin  operation  a completely  new  line  of  action  will  have  to  be  taken*  The  collec- 
rtion  and  disposal  of  salvage  will  have  to  be  treated  as  a partly  self-contained 
runit  instead  of  being  entirely  dependant  on  the  refuse  collection  service* 


The  income  of  £2,947  is  the  highest  since  1951?  when  due  to  in- 
.Tlationery  prices  the  income  rose  to  £3^1060  It  is  interesting  to  note  the
